"Buzz" on the Line 


R 


URAL telephone and rural electric power lines don't 


always Ret along together as well as they might. 
The poles of both systems march down the same public 


highway, and do so ail over the United States, but occasion- 
ally there is complaint that the induction set up by the elect- 
He power line causes a "buzx" in the telephone line. 


Who is responsible in such a case? you ask; and the 


answer just given by public authorities is, "Nobody." 


For, it is pointed out, both the telephone and the pbvver 


line are given the use of the highway right-of-way With- 
out charge, and the fact that one set up its line before the 
other, has nothing to do with the case. No damage can be 
claimed by one line against the other because of electrical 
interference, so long as the physical property of the line re- 
mains undamaged. . . . 


In the above paragraphs I have condensed Bulletin No. 


17 of the federal Rural Electrification Administration, is- 
sued October 1G. 


The federal bureau cites a case here in Arkansas.

Out of 238 positive Ciixs of venereal 


diseases nmotiK Hope and Hcmpsto;id 
county ni?gn>i'S who were given free 
blood tests in August of this year, only 
20 have returned to physicians to re- 
ceive treatment. 


Approximately 700 negroes were giv- 


en blood tests. 


This statement was given to The 


Star Thursday by Dr. C. L. Young, 
negro physician of Little Rock nnd 
field manager of the Southern Liberal 
Organization. This organization spon- 
sored the examination of ncgros for 
venereal diseases. 


Dr. Young is checking over the long 


list of negroes found affected with 
venereal diseases, snid that he return- 
ed to Hope to find two of them had 
died. 


Young appealed to those affected to 


see the doctor who gave the blood lest 
in nn effort to check the spread of dis- 
ease. Dr. Young said n record was 
being kept of all persons Inking the 
blood tests. Those found suffering 
ir«;r> venereal Jis-tfscM will "be co.n-' 
polled to receive treatment. 


Dr. 
YOUIIK appealed to all negro 


cooks and maids who suspect they are 
affected to immediately consult a phy- 
sician for blood tests which will be 
given free. 


Cost of serum and equipment is 


borne by the Southern Liberal Organ- 
ization and the Suite of Arkansas. 
There is a small fee for administering 
treatment where persons are found af- 
fected with diseases. 


This fee will not exceed $1 and in 


cases where the person is unemployed 
the treatment will be furnished with- 
out charge, Dr. Young said. The ordin- 
ary 
cost of such treatment ranges 


from $!> to $15. 


A repent venereal clinic will be held 


in Ho|x; the latter part of November 
when additional free blond tests will 
be given.

WASHINGTON—(/P)- The Federal 


Reserve Board announced Wednesday 
night a drastic revision in its stock 
market margin 
requirements. 
The 


move was expected by many Wash- 
ington authorities to bolster sagging 
.security prices. 
A two-way change 


in margin requirements will bo effect- 
ive November 1. 


The existing requirements thai pur- 


chasers of securities must put up 55 
percent of the price in cash was charg- 
ed to reduce the margin to 40 per- 
cent. 
In addition, the board imposed 


a 50 per cent margin on short sales of 
.securities. 
Tlii.s means that a per.son 


selling a stock short must put up SO 
per cent of the value. 
This is ex- 


pected to act tin a powerful 
brake 


against short selling. 
The reduction 


of the margin for security purchases 
many encourage buying. 


The action was announced after a 


board .session Wednesday. This meet- 
ing followed many others in tile past 
few 
weeks. 
The board conferred 


with the Securities Commission before 
acting. 


Its action wa.s interpreted as mean- 


ing that the board would make mar- 
gins more flexible in the future, ad- 
apting 
them to 
changing 
market 


trends. 
The 55 per cent margin on 


security purchases had been in effect 
since Februray, 1930. 


The margin on short sales was an 


innovation, none having been impos-

NEW YORK-Stock prices, as the 


nation's "post-depression" 
optimism 


grew, wore pushed to levels which 
could be defended only on the con- 
tinued rise of everything. 


In the ease of some stocks the prices 


seemed justified—that is,' they were 
less than current earnings would seem 
to justify. But what is overlooked is 
that stock prices cannot be made on 
current earnings. 


It is of no consequence that a share 


shows a high percentage of profits, 
this year unless it can continue to 
show this high rate. The right prices 
for a stock as an investment is its 
probable earning power over a long 
period. Its sqeculative value is based 
on only one item—namely, will its 
market price be higher in the next 
hour or the next week of month, even 
if it never pays a dollar dividend? 
Radio stock, for example, has ranged 
between $2.50 and $420 a share in the 
Inst fourteen years. But it has never 
paid a single dollar of dividends. 


Since August it has been clear to 


many people that the outlook was 
not so rosy. Hence buying of shares 
reused. In the last three months a 
large number of insiders—corporation 
managers and 
directors—have been 


slowly unloading, not selling short 
but merely getting out of their stocks. 
This helped to set off the current de- 
cline. 


When the decline got under way 


various minor forces of course gave it 
a helping foot. The unsettled state of 
affairs in Europe certainly 
trouble 


many people. 
Beyond 
doubt this 


brought some sellers into the market 
and kept some buyers out. 


But the one over-mastering force 


WHS and is Hint the price rise was 
unjutificd and had to come to its vio- 
lent end sooner or later. A perfectly 
normal thing happened—as normal as 
the falling of a ball that has been 
thrown into the air. 


Now there remain several questions 


to be answered. Did Die SEC cause 
the break. 
Did the President's tax 


plan help it along? Was the mounting 
government deficit responsible for the 
general uncertainty which plagued the 
country? Did the rising tide of labor 
troubles add to the difficulties? 


And will the market go up? 
And 


will it come down again? 


It might be profitable to discuss 


whether or not the SEC caused the 
break if the actual cause were not so 
murh in evidence. It may soothe the 
feelings of many who hate the idea of 
government interference in business 
to say that. But practical men must 
be realistic. As a matter of fact the 
EEC has used almost none of its 
great powers against the market. It 
maintains a bureau to watch for ma- 
nipulation and that bureau frequently 
scotches manipulative practices. Also 
it forces insiders to disclose their 
.stock purchases and sales. And iho 
;ict itself has resulted, through the 
Reserve Board's action, in 55 per cent 
•nargins. 


I am sure no one would advocate re- 


axing the policing of the market to 
irevent manipulation. As to the tnid- 
ng of insiders—corporate officials m 
heir ow nstocks—that has been us- 
'igncd as destroying support for the 
market. The theory is that corpora- 
tion executives when they see their 
corporation's shares declining, step in- 
to the market and buy to check the 
decline. This happens to be a pure 
fiction. In isolated cases this may be 
.ione. It is not a widespread practice. 


They do the very reverse in most 


cases. 
Or rather 
they 
were once 


wont to do the reverse. Many cor- 
poration executives engaged in pools 
to accumulate large blocks of their 
own stocks at low prices and then 
conducted market operations to push 
up the prices and then unload the 
shares on the public. The number of 
known cases would take a full volume 
to describe. The act makes that dif- 
ficult and should. But recently the

ally with the secretary of the County 
Agricultural Conservation Association 
n chronological order. 
For sales made up to anrl including 


October 15, 1937, cotton sale certifi- 
.ates or sale receipts must be filed 
iot later than October 30, 1937. 


Fore sales made subsequent to Oct- 


ober 15, 1937, cotton sale certificates 
or sale receipts must be filed not. later 
Ihan 15 days after the date of sale. 


It is necessary that the above dates 


be adhered to because each sale must 
be certified to by the Secretary of the 
County Agricultural Conservation As- 
sociation, therefore it is very import- 
ant that all farmers watch the date 
of sale of their cotton and file it 
promptly at the County Agent's of- 
fice. 


All cotton put in the government 


loan will not be eligible for subsidy 
payment until it is sold outright.

Chinese Dig In on New Line 


SHANGHAI, China-(/P)-Shanghai's 


defenders fought Thursday with their 
backs to the Soochow creek on the 
border of the International Settlement. 
Across the stream, at barricades on the 
south bank, United States Marines 
watches the shifting battlefront un- 
der orders to shoot in self-defense at 
any airplane attacking them or non- 
combatants. 


Further upstream, to the west of the 


International Settlement, the Chinese 
were entrenched on the south side 
of the creek, defending a narrow strip 
of jthe native city between the stream 
and the foreign area. The Chinese dug 
in on their new line after withdraw- 
ing from historic Chapei, seared by 
miles of flame from fires started Wed-» 
nesday when the defense collapsed. 


Wind Whips Flames 


The conflagration was caused both 


by Chinese leaving fires to cover their 
retreat and by Japanese shells and in- 
cendiary bombs, Whipped by a south- 
erly wind, the flames stretched from 
near Kiangwan, north of the Inter- 
national Settlement, south 
through 


Chapei to the edge of the foreign zone 
and west for an unknown number of 
miles. In one area where the flames 
jumped the creek 150 buildings were 
burned. 


About 35,000 refugees from districts 


in the notrhern and western parts of 
the city streamed into the International 
Settlement.

Just as the ordinary infection of the 


hair follicles of the beard is known as 
barber's itch or sycosis vulgaris, ring- 
worm of the beard is called tinea bar- 
bae OF ringworm of the beard. This 
condition chiefly affects men because 
women do not have hair on the /ace 
in most cases. The ringworm type is 
not likely to affect the upper lip. 


Usvially there are more or less ex- 


tensive patches in which the hair 
follicles are swollen and red and some- 
Junes the development of blisters 
Wrhich are filled with pus. 


If the person concerned does not 


shave regularly crusts 
accumulate 


among the hairs and imprison the in- 
spected material under the crusts. Be- 
' cause the hair follicles have been fiil- 


with thi3 infectious material, thr 
; hairs may be easily pulled out. Thf 
$kin btween the hair follicles become.' 
thickpngd and swollen, sometimes itch- 
ing end forming scales. 


This form of infection of the beard- 


ed are* U rather rare in the United 
St«te». It occur? chiefly among farm- 
er* «n4 cattlemen and may affect oth- 
ers who work around animals. 


The treatment of this condition is ex- 


ceedingly difficult. Sometimes it is 
necessary to pull out the hairs from 
the infected areas. Sometimes X-ray 
is applied in order to cause the hair to 
fall out so that the antiseptic sub- 
stances necessary to destroy the or- 
ganisms may be applied. 


Various antiseptics are used for this 


purpose. Since, however, all of them 
are strong, they should not be used 
except under the direction of a doe- 
tor who understands just how much 
of the antiseptic to combine with the 
lotion or ointment that is applied to 
the skin. 


if there is rinkworrn elsewhere on 


the body and if there is any condition 
affecting the scalp, that must be most 
seriously considered at the same time 
that the ringworm is treated on the 
face. 
If not, the condition once cured 


on the face may be lighted up again 
by the carrying over of materials 
from other portions of the body.

It the government balanced its bud- 


get tomorrow and .some other credit 
force were not set in motion the whole 
thing would collapse more than ever. 
In fact, I think it a fair assumption 
that it was the widely advertised be- 
lief that Mr. Roosevelt was really get- 
tiny around to trying seriously to bal- 
ance the budget which convinced n lot 
of people that the inflationary move- 
ment was going to be checked and 
which encouraged them to get out of 
the market. 


It looks as if the government's credit 


is going to b'e greatly curtailed. I do 
not see any sign of private credit 
making up the difference. These facts 
lead me to believe that there is go- 
ing to tie no boom; that instead an 
adjustment of some sort is inevitable. 


But I do not think the country as 


/i whole is ycsl prepared to believe 
that. Therefore it is entirely possible 
that the new recovery in the market 
may develop some further strength.

In addition to this, the army execu- ;

First, 
there is the ever-present question of 
grub. In the past British sailors got 
four meals a day, soldiers only three. 
The argument was that life at sea 
gave the sailors a bigger apeptite. As 
a result, the soldier got only break- 
fast tea and often complained that he 
went to bed hungry unles he spent 
some of his own money for food. Both 
the quality and quantity of food is; 
being improved for him now. 


For breakfast the English soldier 


now gets porridge, sausages, bread, 
butter, tea arid marmalade or jam. 
Instead of the sausages, he may get 
on other mornings bacon and tomatoes, 
or eggs and bacon or liver and bacon. 


Tea and "High Tea" 


For his midday dinner he gets 


roa.st meat, gravy, potatoes, green veg- 
etable-s according to season, raisin 
....' 
-- 'h jam sauce. Instead of the 


roast m^at, on other days he may get! 
meat stew and peas or meat pies. In- 
stead of raisin roll, he may get sultana 
roll and custard. 


His "ea," which come;; at about 5

The men have a voice in the mak- 


ing of their menus. They are repre- 
sented on the mess committee which 
is presided over by an officer in charge 
of the mess, and to which is added a 
medical officer to ensure that the pro- 
per amount of vitamins is represented 
in the food. 


AH Under One Roof 


One of tho unattractive things about 


(he British army was the old-fashion- 
ed, co-Id barracks. New ones, which 
are being erected combine cooking, 
sleeping and dining arrangement and 
ablution facilities all under one roof. 
There is a constant supply of hot 
water and the barracks are steam- 
heated. As rapidly as possible all 
those amenities are being extended, 
even to the old barracks.

AUSTIN, Texas—As October shades 


reach, into November in the hurly- 
burly Southwest Conference, it ap- 
pears that Baylor University has the 
No. 1 team south of the Red river. 


The Baylor-Texas Christian con- 


test at Waco on Saturday may be for 
the championship. 


Baylor's Golden Bears have knocked 


off two very prominent foes these 
last three weeks, Arkansas and Texas 
A. & M;, and 
If they keep going 


against capable Texas Christian they 
will be over the hump as the saying 
goes. 


It would not seem that Baylor's re- 


maining conference 
rivals, 
Texas, 


Southern Methodist and Rice, could 
skin the Grizzlies if the Razorbacks, 
Aggies and Horned Frogs couldn't. 


However, the fact that makes South- 


western 
games almost utterly un- 


predictable is that any team, any 
Saturday, may rise up and upset any 
other. So Morley Jennings, Baylor 
coach, won't be easing up a bit, when 
and if he gets by T. C. U. 


Baylor's remarkable undefeated, un- 


tied showing among fqotball writers 
throughout the nation, and particular- 
ly in the Southwest, for at the start 
of the season a poll placed the Bears 
last. 


In justice to the scribes, their line 


of reasoning should be explained. Jen- 
nings was coming back with virtually 
the same team that tied for third place 
last year, minus Lloyd Russell, bril- 
liant all-conference quarterback. 


As Russell had been considered al- 


most the whole Baylor attack, the 
critics didn't figure the Bears would 
be even as strong as they were a year 
ago. 


Patterson Comes Through to 


Upset Calculations 


What upset these calculations more 


than anything else was Billy Patter- 
son, 
who played second fiddle to the 


great Russell last year, blossoming out 
as one of the most dangerous passers, 
runners, and kickers Baylor ever had. 


Bullet Bill, they call him, and he 


throws deadly passes to Ends Sam 
Boyd and Frank Huessner, Back Bubba 
Bernard and others. 


He tossed two touchdown passes as 


the Bears wallqped the Aggies, 13-0. 


He passed for all three touchdowns 


as Baylor licked Centenary, and raced 
70 yards for a touchdown, threw a 
pass, which with a lateral tacked on 
went for another, then passed for the 
winning touchdown with 30 seconds to 
play against Arkansas. 


Kicking he has averaged 
better 


than 40 yards. He runs the team skill- 
fully from quarterback. 


Jennings deserves recognition as one 


of the fine coaches of the nation for 
the way in which he has brought the 
Bears to the top this season, and for 
keeping them dangerous year after 
year, although the Waco school always 
has a small squad with few big names. 


Texas Aggies, Arkansas Face 


Sizeable Deficit 


As the race shapes up now, the 


Bears are leading with two victories 
and no defeats, after playing two of 
our best teams. These teams, the Texas 


Aggies and Arkansas, both have lost 
a game and a half. Ties in the South 
west Conference count one half game 
won and one half lost. 


Although the Aggies and Razorbacks 


still are threats, it will be difficult 
for them to overcome such-a deficit 
in a six-game schedule, and one or the 
other must pass out when they battle 
on Saturday. 


Texas Christian has tied both its con- 


ference opponents to date, A. & M. 
and Arkansas. 


Another team undefeated in>con- 


ference play is Rice. The Owls opened 
last Saturday by defeating our Texas 
Longhorns, 14-7, 


In big Ernie Lain, a 205-pound soph- 


omore plunger and passer, Jimmy Kitts 
uncovered a real spark-plug who will 
make the Owls dangerous opponents 
for Baylor, T. C. U., and all the others. 


Southern Methodist lost its first con- 


ference start to Arkansas, 13-0, and 
seems destined to fight with our <5wn 
Lunghorns for the conference cellar. 


The 
Longhorn.s played improved 


football against Rice, but we already 
have lost to Arkansas and with S. M. 
U., Baylor, T. C. U., and Texas A. Sc M. 
coming up in that order, we will find 
it an extremely difficult assignment 
to break into the victory column.
